The dn that 86 pleasantly conneot Shnke-
ppears Elh Queon Elizabeth are not all perhaps
to be taken to the letter; but there can be no
doubt that they are founded on n broad of
truth. There {8 one which nparrates how the
een, when Shakespenrs wasjonce acting in
er presence, endeavored to put bim at pleasant
perplexity between bls senee of st diseipline
and that of his loynl galisntry, After many a
wnip attempt, we are told that Blizabeth, oross-
ing the stage whereon the poet-actor was enact-
ing the counterleit presentment of a king, sud
engaged in royal work, dropped her glove.
Sbakespeare, without departing from the char-
acter he was illustrating, Interpolated the
originsl text with words to sult the sotion of
his homage. He paused in a prooessional move-
ment of which he made a part, exclaiming;—
YAnd though now bent on this high embanay,
Yot stoop wo to plok up onr gousin's glove—'

and rendering it to her with a proftound bow,

roudly e off the stage, thue:—proves that
Ellubﬂh dud succeed in detaching the actor from
she part which he was represonting. This story,
bowever, lndioales how intimate the connestion
was then between the stage and court,

Some glips on the old stage brougat the offen-
dera to great griel. For example, Pepys makes
record of having gone to see All's Lost by Lusi,
in which the musical effeots had been #o0 i1l re-
hearsed that singers and orchesira were all at
odds, and universal discord relgned. One vocal
lod was 80 out of tune and memory ghat hia
“master”—which may imply either the stage
manager or the leader ot the band-—'‘full about
his ears, and beat him so that It put the whole
bouse in ko uproar.”

Now and then instances have occurred in
which the mispronuncintion of a word has given
il & meaning 2o ineongroous ns to cover the
actor, who had been involuntarily guilty of it,
with confusion, Audiences, or rather portions
of amudiences, not overburdened with redne-
ment, have generally bailed these awkward slips
with uproarious hilarity; the other portion has
remalned discreetly silent, as if it had lacked
ears whereby to receive oflense, or tongues to
resent it. Downes, the old prompter of Charles
11's daye, has recorded one of these misfortunes,
It occurred to & lady, Mistress Holden, 8 kins-
woman of the .grem. Betterton, She was play-
ing m Komeoand Juliel, when a fatal woed fell
unintentionally from her lips; and ss she hap-
pened at the moment to give it ‘‘vehement
actlon,” says Downes, “it put the house into
such nlsughter that London bridge at low water
was silence to IL.” Chuarles Kemble onee elipped
in a like direction; but the most amuging
Jnstauce of an error committed by him

ainst text and suthor wes when he was once
P ing “Shylock,” and instead of acking,

‘Bl{lllsl lay perjury upon my soul ! overturned
the text by exclaiming, “'Shall I lay lumher{
n my poll ¥ A better known story is tha
ef the soldier, who levels his halberd to prevent
“Richard” from impeding the progress of
“Henry’s” funeral, with the remark, “My lord,
stand back, and let the cofin pass I” exclaim, in
his hurry and confusion, **My lord, stand back,
and let the parson cough Boch & mistake,
however, has many a parailel. On the French
stage a young actor having to shout, “‘Sonneg,
trompettes !” knocked all the mn‘\my out of the
command by his shout of, “Trompez, son-
mettes " And, indeed, the French stage can
furnish & parallel to the story of the error of
Mrs. Holden which made afull house so hila-
rious, The slory istold in the correspondence
of the Princess Palutine, under the dawe of 1719,
Bhe was then at Duukirk, where the Playm
scted in the presence of the court, One of them,
rforming “‘Mithridates," happcned‘, by un-
ucky change of aletter, to addresa to ‘‘Monime”
& word that conveyed great offense in the utter-
ance, The uulucx{ actor, in hiscontusion, made
matlers worse by turning to the royal box, in
which the Dauphiness wins the most conspicuous
reonage, and saying with great contrition,

‘Madame, I most humbly ssk your pardon; my
tongue unwittingly tripped me up!” The
Dauphin was eo tickled by this incident that he
not only fell into an uncontrollable it of laugh-
ter, but fell backwards from his seat, To save
himself he grasped at the cord which kept the
curtain up, and the curtain coming down by the
run, struck against the lamps, and caught fire,
The flames were immediately extinguoished, but
the curlain could not be raised, und the play
was acted out, the andience looking at the per-
formers through the gap caused by the fire,

One of the pleasantest incidents ol the French
court stage, however, occurred when the Em-
gcmr Napoleon jokinely hissed the Empress

osephine, who was acting a little operutic part
in the theatre in the palace of St Cloud. Bhe
demurely stepped forward and remarked that
any one of the andience who was dissatlstied
with the performunce miEht retire, and have s
money returned to him at the doors, The con-
lea‘ucnt laughter was uproarious,

here are other slips on the stage than those
made by words, At the beginning of the last
century, on the French stage, the slipping of
Barton's garter led to & traditional action ob-
served in the part ol every suceeeding player:
and the other night only, at the Variefes, the
elippiog of Mad'lle Chaumont’s petticoat pro-
duced an amusing unrehearsed effect, In the
first case the great Fremoh aotor was per-
forming the “Earl of kasex,” and his garter
slipped from below hix knee, in the scene
where only he and the traitor *“Cecll” were
on the stage. Buch a personage “Basox” might
freat with indifference or contempt; and
ml’dln{ﬂy he replaced the dropped baund
Toond his leg, while he continued to address
“Cecll” in o dlsdainfultone, The effect was so
woceessful that succeeding  aotors adopted
the inecldent of affeciing to lighten the garter
88 & good "'bit of business,” and the tradition
continued to be observed ag long as Le Comie
o Lesex continued (o be acted. Mad'lle Chan-
mout's sllp was of another charaoter, It
taxed her reudiness in an emergency, and
did not find her wanting, Sbe was play-
ing u soubrette in Nos Gens, and wus
F-Bed running to and fro to collect and
wrn the presents of varlous old lovers. In
the verE middle of her netion she waa fm-
ded Dy her petticost suddenly falling about

Burghley” In the Oritle, The Hames of several
P‘i{“'ﬂ‘ are mentlon . sach s being the hero
of this story, but the original “Lord Barghley,”
or "Bl.lﬂ&'a%gi." wWas Irish Moody, far too aculs
an  actor be suspected for s fool. When
Sheridan seleted hym for the part, the manager
declared that Moody wounld be sure to commit
some ridiculous error, and roin the effect, The
suthor protested that such a result was Impos-
#ible, and according to the fachion of the times,
& wager was lnid, and Sherldan hurrled to the
pertormer of the part to give him such instruc-
tlous as should render sny mistake beyond
possibility. ‘“‘Lord Burghley” has nothing to
siy, merely to sit a while, and then, as the
stage dircetions informed him, and Sheridan
impressed i1 on his mind, “‘Lord Burghley'
comes Jorward, pauses near ‘Dangle,’ shakes
his bead, and exit,” The actor thoroughly un-
derstood the direction, he sald, and could not
orr. At pight be eame forward, did pass near
CDumgle,” shiook hie ( *Dangle’s™) head, and went
solemuly o1 ] Now, if this version of the story
be gorrect, Moody must bave been instructed
by the mansger 80 to set s to win the wager
for him; he having backed Moody on the
strength of his stupidity., On the other hand,
if the etory be really historical, the incident
must have happened at rehearsal, and Moody
have been substituted for some inefliciont player
originally cast for the character,

At this period grest liberties were often taken
by mectore with audiences; and not very lo
before this an unrehearsed stage eflect ocourre
which was connected with au act of imperti-
nence on the part of a eouple of players, Mrs,
Gniliths' Puaatonic Wife wns dragging its slow
l{-nﬁth aloog, wesrying those on the stage as
well as the aoadlence in front. At the end of
the third act the performers grew more im-
patient {han the sudience, and Holland
and Powell, two respectable players, thrust
their heads out from opposite sldes of the stage
when the *‘drop” was down, and earnestly ap-
pealed to the house to stop the piece by
“dumning” it then and there.” The thing seems
incredible, but the circumsiance belongs Lo stage
hstory; but nobler plays than the above lady's
have been in peril,

Although George TIT once said that Lord
Thurlow might as well play "“Hamlet” as Cooke,
George Frederick otten acted the part, out of
London. Reynolds tells us that when Cooke
was once playing this part in lreland, he was
geen shurpening his sword before the fencing-
match, and gave a8 & reason to curlous !m‘u -
rles: *'I and Mr. Laertes will to night in reallt

gettle our little disputes,” The **young lady”
who took interest in *‘Laertes” informed him of
the peril in which he stood; and accordingly

when the fencing-match came on, the son o

‘‘Polonius” rushed in on the heir of Denmark,
seized him w his arms, gave bim & back fall,
planted his knee upon him, and looked from
the mstonished George Frederick to the aston-
ished audience with the proud alr of a man
who had introduced a new reading, and had
been remarkably successful,

Moderation or reserve were things not to be
expected, generally, from George Frederic
Qooke, thongh he coMd practise both when the
gentlemanly humor was upon him, or when it
otherwice suited his purpose. H+ on one occa-
slon conzented to go down from London to play
“Cato," for the benefit of & poor actor, a quon-
dam friend, in & country theatre. It was the
charncter which Cooke played worse than an
of thaose for which he was ill-sulted, yet whic
he wowld play. The tragedy itself ls not one
that is likely to be well handled by & provincial
compm:g; and on the ocession in question it
met with supremely ill usage at very incompe-
tent hands, All the appointments were bad,
and what little of the text was remembered was
delivered with mauly variations and & comic In-
difference to the roles of pronunciation. Cooke,
however, was good-natured and intolerant, He
swore a little, laughed & good deal, and bore
with all, more or less patiently, 11l there was o
eneral break-down, in the senate scene, owin
o a universal forgetfuluess of the text, whic
the most skilful of prompters could by no
meanus remedy., This does nol imply “that
Cooke's patience lasted long. In l’aut.{e WHE
only folerant or amused while he looked on
from the wing. The senate scene 1a in the
second sct, and it is the frst in which *‘Cato"
appears, s “"Decins” says:—

“In Utlea,
And at the head of your own little senate!”
“Qemprovius” and - “Lucins” had tumbled

through their parts with much of that trauspos-
ing of initial letters which came afterwards to
be called "marowekying,” and which often pro-
duces the most langhable efiects; and *‘Marcius"
had referred to “Decius” as the “Knoman right,”
fnstead of ‘**Roman knight;” and “'Cato” had just
exclalmed, **Father, "tis time you came to a
resolve,” to which ‘‘Lucius” replied—not quite
according to the text—'"That ls exactly our way
of thinking!" when Cooke's (and **Cato’s™) endu-
rance broke down. He started from his chalr,
and excleiming, “With such a senate Rome
frsolf were damned 17 rushed off the stuge, to the
great admirstion of the house, who, if they did
pot expect him 10 take hls seut ngain, were cer-
tainly not disappolnted.

Our ancestors, down to & time as late as our
grandfathers’, certainly tolerated liberties taken
with an sudience by actors with & leniency that
{s the more surprising, as the manners of the
{imes were ruder and the customs of & very ruf-
fianly character, There are still individuals
living who may have seen Edwin, At the close
of his career Bdwin was q}aying “Bowkit,” in
the Son-in-Law, at the Haymarket., In the
scene where “Oranky” declines to acoept him
for & son-indaw,on sccount of his u.glineaai.
Edwin uttered the word ‘‘ugly?”in a tone o

surprise, and then adyanecing to the lmnps‘i eald,
with great coolpess and infimite impudence,
iNow, I submit te the declsion ofan enlightened
British public, which is the ugliest fellow of the
three—1, old “'Cravky,” or thal geutleman in the

became the object, not of general pity, but of
general and loud derision, snd he retreated has.
